PRINCE FASSES AWAY: 


gne Contracts a Severe Cold, Which Results in Com- 
gestion of the Lungs—Preparations for the 
Faneral—The Remains to Be Buried at 
Garden City Beside Ber Husband. 


New York, October 25.—Mrs. Cornelia M. 
Stewart, wife of the late millionaire dry goods 
merchant, A. T. Stewart, died suddenly this 
morning at10 o'clock, at her residence on 
Thirty fourth street and Fifth avenue, of con- 
gestion of the lungs and heart troables. Oa 
Friday'sbe took dinner with Mrs. Henry Hilton 
and on her way home contracted a heavy cold. 
On Saturday she was so ill she was compelled 
to go to bed, and Dr. Milner was 
ecnt for. Yesterday Mrs. Stewart 
grew worse, Dr. Milner remained at the house 
sll night. At half past nine o'clock this 
morning, ex-Jadge Horace Rassell catied at 
the Stewart mansion and was informed that 
slibough Mrs. Stewart spent a restless night, 
che was feeling better and was able tosit up in 
bed without great effort. A few minutes after 

ove o'clock, ex-Judge Russell was surprised 
to learn from a messenger that Mrs. Stewart 

ss dead. 

F The faneral will be held Thursday after- 
noon from her late rosidence, Toimsy-feurth 
street and Fifthavenue. Rey. Arthur Brooks, 
of the church of the Incarnation, will offictate, 
The services at the house will be private. The 
remains will be taken to Garden City for in- 
terment inthe tomb of A. T. Stewart. 

Public services will be held in the chapel late 
in the afternoon of Thursday. Bishop Little- 
jobn, who is in Chicago, has been telegraphed 
for and is expected to arrive in time to take 
part in the services. The services will be of 
the plainest description. The casket will be 
covered with black velvet, silver-mounted, and 
will be inclosed in a cedar box in the tomb. It 
is said the body will be inclosed in a steel 
casket, to prevent the possible chance of theft 
after burial. 

Mrs. Stewart was the eldest danghter of 
James Church; a pioneer merchant ofthis city. 
She was born in 1802 and was married to Mr, 
A.T. Stewart in 1823 by the late Rev. Mr. 
Mitchell. Since the death of her husband, 
she has led a retired life, In person she was 
sma)l and of slender form. :

The End of a Noble Career Both in Peace 
and in War. 
NASHVILLE, Tean., October 25—[Special.]— 
Msjor ‘ames W. Thomas, state treasurer of 
Tenn sec, cied at his home in West Nash- 
ville uday of chronic dysentery, a disease 
from which he snffered for years. He was 
born in Nashville in a house near old 6. | 
Charies hotel. on Market street, being a son 
of Jess W. Thomas, and was in his forty- 
eighth year. Atthe breaking o@6 of the late 
civil war, he entered the confederate ranks as 
2 privatein Captain Rice’s company of the | 
2%h Tennessee, Battle’s regiment. He was 
first promoted to quartermaster @nd sabge- 
quently rose to the rank of adjutant of the 
regiment. While holding this position he re- 
ceived a fearfal wound at Hoover’s Gap, 
cessitating one ofthe most delicate and aif. 
‘cult operations known to surgery. T 
wound troubled him to the hour of his death. 
In the famous Breckenridge charge at 
Murtreesboro, he tovered himself with glory, 
winning the plaudits of his supeffor } 
officers, and the esteem and affection of those 
who stared the dangers of the battlefield with 
him. Atthecloseof the war he engaged in 
the mercantile businessin this city. In his 
mercantile career he won the respect and con- 
fidence of business men everywhere. The 
corfidence which the people had in the man 
was reflected in the act of the general assem- 
bly of 1855, when he was elec state treas: 
urer. He leaves a wife and several children. 
As treasurer Governor Bate remarked only a 
day or two ago that no better one had ever filled 
that cffice. Governor Bate, as soon as he 
learned of the death of Stste Treasurer 
Thomas, ordered the offices of the state capi- 
tal closed until afterthe funeral. By Major 
Thomas’s own request he will be buried in 
hisold confederate uniform. The faneral 
occurs tomorrow. The ex-confederate soldiers 
meet at the courthouse tomorrow morning to 
take appropriate action.

THE LIBERTY STATUE. 


The Part the President and Cabinet Will 
Take inthe Ceremonies, 


WaAsHINGTON, October 25.—The president 
will leave Washington for New York Wednes- 
day afternoon, and return the following even- 
ing. He will be accompanied by Secretaries 
Bayard, Endicott and Whitney, and possibly 
other members of the cabinet. There will be no 
ladies in the party. The president will review 
the procession in New York Thursday morn- 
ing at ten o’clock, and will remain on a stand 
in Madison Square until it is necessary for 
him to leave for Bedloe’sisiand, where the 
inauguration ceremonies will begin at two 
oclock. The president will remain there 
throughout the proceedings, which will prob- 
ably last till six o'clock, and wiil then proceed 
direct to the Pepnsylvania railroad station. in 
Jersey City, and take the first regular train to 
Washington.

SHIP YARDS CLOSES. 


Five Hundred Men out of Empleyment— 
Workmen From Maine. 

DetTROIT, October 25.—When the 8-hour 
movement was at its height last summer em- 
ployes of the Detroit dry dock company, con- 
trolling three ship yards in this county, 
struck for the shorter day. A compromise 
was effected, bnt frequentiy since then the 
company have had differences with the men, 
the chief point of complaint on the part of 
employers being that the men had driven 
work to other shipyards, where wages were 
lower. A week ago ship carpenters were 
brought from Maine. hey were 
promised the highest wages and it was 
claimed on the part of the company, the res 
son for the attempt to change their workmen 
was theffact; that the Maine ship carpen- 
ters were able to do about one-fifth more 
work per day than the Detroit men in the 
same trade. On Friday last the Knights of 
Labor, to which both the Detroit and Maine 
ship carpenters belong, paid to latter $1,000 
to leave the country. Learning this the Da- 
troitdrydock company sub let ¢10000 of 
work, all it had on hand, to R. W. 
linn, of Gibralter, Wayne county, and 
has practically gone out of 
business, keeping open only its iron ship: 

ard at Wyandotte to finish the work on 

and, which no other company in Michigan 
hasa plantto do. The dry dock company 
officials say the work they lost previous to 
closing their two docks, because of discrimi- 
nation against them in matter of wages, would 
have amounted to $500,000, About 500 men 
are thrown out of work by the closing of these 
yards, The Knights of Labor who paid the 
Meine men $1.000 to leave the country 
were astounded to learn that the imported 
ship carpenters had broken their promise and 
gone to work atthe Gibarltar yard. They 
ffret heard of it Saturday. It was asubject of 
discussion at yesterday’s meeting of the as- 
sembly. Oneof. the members says decisive 
action will be taken soon. 


The Situation in Augusta. 

Avevsta, Ga., October 25.—[Special.]—The 
dissention among the Knightc of Labor con- 
tinues, but there is no changein the general 
situationof affairs. Committeeman Hays is 
expected in Augusta tomorrow with funds 
with which to continue the struggle. A great 
deal of money is now needed as the knights 
are heavily in debt. Circulars were distribu- 
ted on the streets this afternoon denunciatory 
of “scabs,” and defining “scabs” as laid down 
in the laborer’s dictionary.

The vote on resolution Wad ORM 4 
overwhelmingly in favor of the proposed 
changes. Of forty-nine dioceses, clerical del- 
egates of 43 voted ‘‘aye;” of 41 dioceses the 
lay delegates of 36 voted “aye.” This was 
about the representative vote on the first 
eight resolutions. 

All the proposed alterations and additions 
were eventually agreed upon. As a reult, 
the “Benedictus” in the order for ‘‘Morning 
Prayer’ is inserted in full form. In the 
rubric preached to the apostles creed it is 
permitted to use instead of the words “he 
descended into hell,” the words, “he went 
into the place of departed spirits.” In the 
apostles creed the word “again” is inserted 
after the word “rose.” 

In the order for ‘‘Evening Prayer,” the 
“Moegnificat” and “Nunc Dimittis” are in- 
serted. In the litany there is inserted “that 
it may please thee, to send forth laborers into 
thine harvest, we beseech,” etc. In the com- 
mtnion service, when more than one celebra- 
tion is had the same day, the saying of the 
decalogue may be omitted at the earlier ser- 
vice provided the whole office be used once 
that day. 


The Andover’s Doctrines. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 25.—This afternoon at 
the United States hotel, the board of visitors of 
the Andover Theological seminary begun a hear- 
ing which will ultimately lead to a decision of the 
question concerning the soundness of theological 
doctrines*taughtat/Andover. Dr. Seeleye presided. 
Juége E. Rockwood Hoarand Judge Asa French 
appeared forthe complainants, and ex-Governor 
Gaston and Professor Dwight, of the university 
law school, were counsel for the professors at the 
theological seminary. The proceedings today re- 
lated entirely to the matters of jurisdiction of the 
board of visitors to try the case and had no issue 
bearing upon the merits of the question.

EATEN BY A BEAR. 


THE HORRIBLE FATE OF A TYWO- 
YBAR-OLD GIRL. 


She Goes Through a Fence into e Neighbor's Yard 
Where a Large Black Bear is Chained to a 
Stake, and Going Too Near It, is Caught 
and Devoured by the Animal, 


CLEVELAND, October 25.—This morning 
Rosa, a two year-old daughter of Henry 
Deernbrack,a saloon keeper, met with a hor- 
rible death, being almost eaten alive by a 
bear. The little one was playing in her fath- 
er’s back yard and got through a fence into 
the yard of a neighbor, a saloon keeper named 
Kerris, who kept a bear chained in the rear 
of his lot. The child yentured too near the 
b:ar, which knocked her down and commenced 
devouring her body, which was horribly mu- 
tilated before she could be rescued. The 
owner of the bear has been arrested on charge 


of manslaaghter. 
A VERY MYSTBRIOUS MURDER. 


The Body of an Unknown Woman Found in 
the Bushes. 

EASTERN, $Pa., October 25,—About two 
o’clock yestérday afternoon, several boys 
found the dead body of an unknown woman, 
aged about forty, in aclump of bushes along 
the Delaware river, about two hundred yards 
below the Pennsylvania railroad depot at 
Milford, N. J., and immediately gave the 
alarm. The body had the appearance of 
having been there some days, decomposition 
having setin. The nose was crushed in and 
the forehead appeared as if it had been struck 
by a heavy club. The woman was seen on 
the streets of Milford four or five days ago 
and then fsuddenly disappeared. roner 
Ribble selected a ju and began an 
inquest this morning, The  indi- 
cations are that the woman was murdered 
and thrown where the body was found. James 
Collins, aged fifty-five, was arrested this morn- 
ing on suspicion of having murdered the 
woman, and was locked up to await: the re- 
sult of the investigation. Oollins is said to 
bave been seen with the woman abouta week 
ago. He says he lives at Boonton, N. J. He 
has nothing to say about the murder. Thus 
far the only evidence taken ia in regard to the 
finding of the body. The testimony of doc-

RUDZINSKI AGAIN. 


The Polish Alderman Breaks Up a Demo- 
cratic Meeting. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., October 25.—Gonsidera- 
ble excitement was created here Saturday 
night by the wild actions of a mob of Poles, 
who succeeded in breaking up a democratic 
mass meeting. The people, it is claimed, had 
been commanded by priests to attend the 
meeting, which was held in the parish school 
house. Before going there they went toa 
hall and were addressed by Alderman Rad- 
zinski, who obtained some notoriety durin 
the May labor riots. He showed the crow 
pictures of Polish insurrectionists, who have 
been put to death in the past and made an in- 
ccndiary speech. — 2 

The people left Rudzinski hall in a body 
and went to the schoolhouse, where John Black 
democratic congressional candidate and other 
politicians were congregated.

TWO MEN KILLED. 


An Accident on the East Tennessee Road 
Near Silver Creek Station. 


Rome, Ga., October 25.—[Special.]—On the 
Georgia division of the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railroad about two and a half miles 
below Silver creek station, a terrible accident oc- 
curred this morning at 8:15 o’clock.

At that time Dr, Battey was spendi 
in Paris as a medical stadent. He had rh 
ceived French instructions from a couple of 
Belgian boys by the name of Lambert, who

loo. Whilstthere the Bester. admired cae 
much Mr, Lambert’s walnut trees and feasted 
upon the abundant store of nuts from his ta- 
ble. In parting Mr. Lambert put into Dr. 
Battey’s pocket a handful of these walnuts 
and asked him to bring them home and di- 
vide a portion of them with his sons to see if 
oy | could be grown in America. As a result 
of the experiment stand two quite large and 
thrifty trees in the doctor’s garden. As far 
as is known, these are the only ones liy- 
ing from the seed brought over. After pass- 
ing through the vicissitudes of the war with 
the artillery of Sherman’s army carrolled for 
wecks upon the doctor’s garden, and his fenc- 
ing entirely destroyed, these trees survived: 
One of them bore its first fruit in the fall of 
1856, and the ether in 1870, and have continu- 
ed to bear annually since, the crop this year 
eeeeens to about six bushels from these 
rees. 

From the seed of these trees other trees 
have grown, twelve or fifteen in number upon 
Dr. Battey’s premises, besides many others 
given away to friends. Of the younger 
growth, one tree bore its first fruit in 1885, 
and two others have borne their first fruit 
the present season. 

Of his visit to the home of Mr. Lambert in 
Belgium, Dr. Batty tells many incidents that 
are amusing. One of these is as follows: Oa 
his arrival there Mr. Lambert received him 
very kindly and was overjoyed to hear di- 
rectiy from his sons, The old gentleman or- 
dered up from his cellara variety of old 
wines and champagne with a pitcher of beer 
to regale him after his journey. He contin- 
ued to feast the doctor day by day with the 
riches of his wine cellar until his thirst for 
the old accustomed Adam’s ale became urgent, 
he called for water. The old man’s surprise 
was unfeigned as he exclaimed: “What, do 
you drink water in American? Does anybody 
ever drink water when they can get wine 
likethat? I'll give youmy word thatI have 
not tasted water in eighteen years, and, God 
help me, Inever expect to again.” He or- 
dered a decanter cleansed and filled wfth wa- 
ter from thewell and placed.upon the side- 
board for the use of his guest. This was also 
Gaily p’aced in frontof Dr. Battey at the 
table. Mr, Lambert, on taking his chair at 
the table, repeatedly enjoyed himself at the 
doctor’s expense in hearty laughter, as he 
would point at the crystal decanter, saying: 
“Lock at my Mons. Robert’s American wine.’ 

The two sons of Mr. Lambert are now resi- 
dents of Atlanta, one being a florist and the 
other is engaged in market gardening, both 
being prominent in their lines.

What Next? 

General Kaulbars is a remarkable diplo- 
mat. He has a supreme contempt for bal- 
lots and a profound respect for bullets. 

When the recent election took place in 
Bulgaria, General Kaulbars attempted 
through his agents to corrapt popular suff- 
rage, but an overwhelmingly anti-Russian 
sobranje was elected. 

Smarting under this disappointment, the 
rough soldier notified the Bulgarian govern- 
ment that Russia would regard the proceed- 
ings of the sobranje as null and void. 

There can be little doubt that General Kaul- 
bers is carrying out the commands ‘of the 
ezar. This last step is brutally significant. 
It is equivalent to a declaration that Bul- 
garia has no rights, no local government, no 
autoneny. 

Not only is this an insult to Bulgaria but 
it is an open defiance of the powers. Under 
ordinary circumstances it would be reason- 
able to look for the immediate occupation of 
Bulgaria by a Russian army. This is con- 
fidently expected by many, but it is almost 
impossible to forecast the personal policy 
of the czar. The eastern question is un- 
doubtedly approaching a crisis, but prompt 
action on the part of the powers may force 
Russia to assume a less warlike attitude. 


An Artfal Dodger. 

In the heat of a campaign, the man who 
takes the stump cannot help showing his 
weaknesses, a8 well as his strong poiuts. 

It was the boast of Henry George’s friends 
that their candidate was a philosopher, an 
honest, sincere man in whom there was no 
guile. 

As the campaign has proceeded the words 
and actions of Mr. George have not comported 
with his role of asimple philosopher. On the 
contrary, he has shown himself to be ex- 
perienced in ways that are dark, and his 
language has been that of a demagogue of 
the worst stamp.

The Thimble. 

E. W., Talladega, Ala: Can you tel) me 
something about the origin of the thimble’? 

It is of Dutch invention, an4 was brought to Ene- 
land about the year 1605 by John Lofting, who be- 
gav its manufacture at Islington, near London. 
The name was sgid to have been derived from 
thumb: bell, being at first thumble and afterward 
thimble, Formerly iron and brass were used, but 
laterly steel, silver and gold have taken their 
places. Intheordinary manufacture thin plates 
of metal are introduced into a die and then puuch- 
ed intoshape, In Paris gold thimbles are manu- 
factured to a large extent. Thin sheets of sheet 
iron are put into diesof about two inches in diam- 
eter, These, being heated red hot, are struck with 
a punch into a number of holes, gradually increas- 
ing indepth, to give them proper shape. The 
thimble is then trimmed, polished and indented 
eround its outer surface with a number of little 
boles, by meane ofa small wheel. It is then con- 
verted in 'osteel by the cementation process, tem 
pered, scoured and brought to a biue color.

Under the incisive scalpels of investigating 
historians but little is left of th@ heroic surround- 
ings with which the affectionate regard of his 
grateful fellow citizens of old sanc ified the mem- 
ory of the “Father of his country.” Theonce im- 
pressive cherry tree episode and the tale of theia- 
dignant bushrod are now myths that are laughed 
to scorn by the generation for whose delectation 
“8t. Nicholas,” “Wide Awake,” et al., employ 
their legion of literary specialists. And since Ed- 
ward Everett Hale's recent Chautauqua lecture on 
the “Human side of Washington,” the national 
 wyery has Come down to many in theevery-d+y 

t of commonplace. 

It has often been the subject of regretful remark 
among the good people who appreciated the pure 
and exalted character of Washington that he 
seemed to make no mention of religion in his last 
moments and made no preparation for the step 
into the awful eternity beyond this life, In this 
connection, the writer recently came across 4 
curious legend current among the colored peop'e 
living for the past few generations along the 
Maryland and Virginia banks of the Potomac ad- 
joining Mount Vernon. They have a wonderful 
store of tradition concerning Wathington and his 
life which has been handed down from father to 
son with that fidelity characteristic of unlettered 
people, and among them the conviction is strong 
that George Washington on his death-bed, was 
baptized a Roman Cathoe'ic. 

“Massa George,”’ they say, “was a good man, but 
he done gone bacxon us when he dic,” and the 
story they tell is as follows: 

The night before Washington died, during @ 
fierce storm, his colored body-servant came riding 
down to the bank of the Potomac, and, after being 
ferried across, said he had come in search of a 
Catholic priest. After some delay one of the old 
Jesuit fathers from the mission on the Maryland 
side was found and taken over the river to Mount 
Vernon, where he went at once to Mr. Washing: 
ton’s room and remained there with him three 
hours, When he left he seemed much gratified, 
and said to those about him that there need be no 
more apprehension for Mr, Washington, as the 
tuture of his soul wassecure. He wasthen taken 
back to the Maryland shore, and the old darkies 
tell with unvarying detail that their fathers be- 
Heved that Washingtou died a Catholic. 

This part of the peninsula is looked after by the 
Jesuits of the old Mission of St. Mary’s, founded in 
1635, and 8t. Inigoes, in St. Mary’s county, Mary 
land, and among them the Washington tradition 
agrees with that told by the colored relators. In 
addition the Jesuit record says that on the day af- 
ter the visit to Monnt Vernon the old Jesuit went 
to the superior of the mission, and, reiating the 
fact of hisjourney, handed the superior a sealed 
packet, saying: “I am not permitted to detail what 


_transpirea between Mr. Washingtonand myself in 


his room at Mount Vernon, but I have written it 
all out carefully here, and, after we both have 
passed away, and occasion requires it, this packet 
can be opened and its contents made public.”’ 

The superior took the paper aad placed it 
among the recordsof the mission, where it re- 
mained until shortly aiter the death of the old 
Jesuit, when it was boxed up, still unopened, 
with a lotof other papers, and sent tothe head- 
quarters of the order in Rome, where it is still 
supposed to be awaiting the fortunate chance 
that will disclose it tothe hand of some apprecia- 
tive investigator who may throwsome more light 
on this very curious historical question.

Mr, Breitenbucher has long been knowa as 
the head and front ofthe retail liquor trade 
in Atlanta. He has beena resident of the 
gate city for the past fifteen years, and during 
that time has done more than any other man 
in the city witha single exception, to place 
the retail liquor trade on a fair and reputable 
basis. When prohibition went into effect Mr. 
Breitenbucher gaveinas gracefully as any 
liquor dealer in the city, but haying a lease on 
his hands, and being too much attached to 
Atlanta to leave the city, began casting 
about for a line at business. 
After looking around he became satisfied that 
& saloon cohducted within the lines of the 
prohibition law would pay, and kept open his 
doors, He offered for sale domestic wines, 
lemonades and cigars. Soon after the prohi- 
bition law Mr, Breitenbucher was informed 
that a beer called “New Era beer” was being 
wanufactured in Kenosha, Wis., that was non- 
alcoholic, Hesecureda sample of the beer 
and the formula by which it was made, and 
calling upon members of the police commission, 
exhibited it. He was given permission to sell 
it, Subsequently he added a tonic called 
agaric. Agaric has the appearace of liquor, 
and: tastes somewhat like a cocktail, 
but the _ formula which accom- 
panies it says it Sis no alcoholic. These two 
temperanca drinks with grape miik, soon 
made the Globe a popular place, and large 
crowds congregated there. Ageric soon 
became the call in Atlanta, and the new 
era, beer was found on sale everywhere. 

Several days ago mutterings of displeasure 
were heard and then were followed by asser- 
tions that the prohibition law was being vio- 
lated. A day or twoagothe police depart: 
ment was notified that the Globe was retail- 
ing liquor, and the case was placed in the 
hands of a detective. The, detective gave 
the matter fh careful investiga- 
tion, and on yesterday booked 
the case against Mr, Breitenbucher. Before 
making the case the detective became satisfied 
that he cou’d establish the fact that Mr. Brei- 
tenbucher had been selling liquor by the

“IT think I will be able toshow that Mr.

A TALK WITH A YOUNG GBNTLB- 
MAN FROM RUSSIA. 


Iie in Sent to thie Country toBtudy Our Metnods of 
Cultivating Ootton~ How It is Grown in Othoer 
Countries~GSome Gtrange Ways of Cui. 
tivating the Staple in Russia, Ete, 


For some moths past a young Russian, Mr, 
Peter R. Slirkin, has been stopping with Hoa 
W. L. Perk, ot Rockdale county, and by his 
gentlemanly bearing has won the esteem ofall] 
with whom he has come in contact, 

Mr, Slizkin was sent to America by the 
Nicoleky Manufacturing company, neartMos- 
cow, Russia, forthe purpose of investigating 
the methods of cotton culture in this country, 
with a view to introducing the samo in 
Russia. 

During his stay in Rockdale he has made 
frequent visits to Atlanta, and believing a 
short talk with him on the subject of his in- 
vestigations would interest our readers, a 
CoNSTITUTION reporter, meeting him in the 
agricultural department yesterday, subjected 
him to an interview. 

Mr. Siizkin isa cuitured gentleman, and 
having traveled extensively, possessed ofa 
large fund of general information, hence well 
equipped for the mission on which he comes. 
He said: 

“Colonel Peek has been very kind to me, 
and from his neighbors I have received only 
courteous treatment. Every facility for the 


study of the cultivation of the cotten plant | 
bas been afforded me, though in regard tothe | 


botanical and agricultural character of the 
plant it differs very little from other plants 
that are sown and cultivated in rows—that is, 
the so called row piants. From this stand. 
point it seems to me that cotton culture should 


be conducted on the same general principles | 


that are common to ali drill cultures, 
though one finds a difference be- 
tween the Ameriean practice and 
that of theold world. The principal feature 
of drill culture in Europe is athorough prepa- 
ration of the soil before planting and shallow 
cnitivation with light implements during the 
summer. Nodeep plowing is atlowed, as it 
tends to desicate the land by exposing the new 
layers of the soil. With us light cultivators, 
which break the uppercrust of the whole mid- 
dle at one “‘walk,” have taken the place of the 
sweeps, scrapes, etc., fer summer work. My 
observations leads me to believe that they 
conld be profitably substituted for the shovel 
plow pattern now used by the southern cotton 
planter,” 

“Bat are our lands adapted tothe use of cul- 
tivaters?”’ 

“Of course they are. 

THE PRINCIPAL OBJECTIONS 

I have heard urged against cultivatora are 
that they can be used only on level land and 
that they donot killthe weeds as well as 
scrapes orsweeps. The first objection only 
appliesto the very large sulky implements 
which, ldon’t know why, are called cultiva 
tors, when they are more like some apoca: 
lyptical beast. The true cultivater is easily 
bandled in all soils and in all situations, The 
second objection shows only the poor condition 
of this land, and it is notthe work of the cul- 
tivator to kill weeds. The farmer should take 
care of them before they come. In my coun- 
try the fields and meadows are some times 
covered with a 
weed of the genius Brassica, which propa- 
gates itse]f equally as successfully as the crab 
giass, and our farmers exterminate it by cut- 


bloom. If such method was adopted in regard 
tocrab grass, it seems to me, cotton fields 
would be cleaner.”

grown here—the fiber is shorter 
the avarage upland, and itis claimed the 
plant has a longer top-root and is of more 
sturdy growth, which enables it to endure, 
uninjured, the prolonged droughts,” . 

“Will our cotton grow there?”’ 

“That is as yet an open question, and 
awaits solution, The experiments with Amer- 
ican seed in India made by American planters 
in 1559 and 1860 at the requestand expense 


of the British government, gave very differ- ° 


ent results for different years. The common 
opinion is that imported seed dezenerate very 
rapidly, This, however, may be jattributed 
to the primitive methods ot 
cultivation, as it is anything 
but easy to induce the natives to adopt the 
new system of culture. This is not strange 
when you consider that the American system 
requires,more work and moye expense, while 
the merchants and brokers will pay no more 
for the improved lint. ; Om Asiatic plantations 
irrigation.ig extensively practiced, especially 
where large and properly situated natural 
basing are at hand.” 

“How is the staple prepared for market?” 

“In this too, the methods are primitive, and 
Americais much in advance. Tne crop is 
ginned on a number of small machines, called 
‘“churkahs,” which are yery much like the old 
roller gins. The cotton

for Russian consumption is shipped partly by 
the Caspian sea and some of it, loaded on cam- 
els, is brought to the. merchant throagh the 
arid sands end mountaias of middle Asia. 
There is little doubt bat that these primitive 
methods will gradualty change and Earope 
will yet her cotton supply alittle nearer and 
cheaper than now. The American planters 
are loud in their complaints now that cotton 
does not pay, and when this is the case they 
will probadly revolt entirely againstthe old 
king, whois so unmercifal to his trae subjects,”’ 

“in what portion of Russia does the 
Nicoleky.Mapufacturing company propose to 
try the experiment of raising cotton? 

“Tn Georgia, that portion of Rugsia which 
lies soath of the Caucassian monn-ains. I 
think cotton can be successfully grown there 
if we cad protect the plant from the pro- 
longed droughts which usually prevail during 
our summers. This I think can be done by a 
thorough system of irrigation, the topogra- 
phy of the country being admirably adapted 
to that mode o culture. From 
here I go t California for the par- 
pose of studying the system of irrigation in 
operation in that state. So you sesit will be 
some time before I go back to Russia yet.” 

Before be leaves for California Mr, Slizkin 
will visit Samter, 8. C., to see the famous 
Mason cotton harvester, which promises to do 
so much to reduce the costof gathering the 


' cotton crop, and when he goes back to Rassia

“ TONIGHT, 2 
Both Sides Organizing for e Oontest—While the Cons

There is no doubt that the gathering will be 
largely attended, It is doubtfal if the hall 
will hold the crow, and there have been 
vague rumors that a:.attempt would be made 
to capture the meet! ug. 

THE OBJECT OF THE MEETING. 

The meeting last Friday night, which is- 
sued the call for tonight’s meetixg defined the 
objects in the following resolution: 

Resolved, That th eeting call a mass meeting 
of the voters of the City of Atlanta for the 26th in- 
stant, at half past seven o’clock, p. m., atthe 
courthouse, the sole object of which shall be to 
nominate a committee of fifty, twenty-five of 
whom shall be prohibitionists, and twenty-five 
shall be anti-prehibitionists, which committee 
shall nominate a ticket for mayor, aldermen and 
councilmen, and that committee shall nomirate 
candidates for said offices by a three-fourths vote. 

It is feared that there may be some trouble 
over the manner of selecting the committee 
of fifty. Both sides are on their guard, and a 
contest of decided warmth may be waged in 
the selection of a chairman. There is nothing 
said in the above resolution touching either 
the manner of selecting the committee or the 
time at which the candidates shall be selected. 
If one side “captures” the meeting the ap- 
pointing of the committee may bo put into the 
bands of the chairman, or even if that were 
not done a very de:ided msjority could have 
everything iisown way. ‘There is nothing 
said in the resolution about appor- 
tioning the committeemen among 
the wards. It is therefore presumed that 
the selection will be from the city at large. 
The general opinion prevails that each side 
should be allowed to name its members of the 
committee, and itis taken for granted that 
the aknowledged leaders on either side would 
be considered as acting by authority in any-
